Seat belts save lives

ummertime in Massachusetts means more 

drivers behind the wheel headed to beaches 
for long weekends and to fun outdoor destina- 
tions. Our message for Massachusetts’ motor- 
ists is: buckle up every time you get in the car. 
Seat belts can make the difference between life 
and death and are the best defense in a crash - so 
you and your loved ones can enjoy this summer 
and many more to come. 

Historically in Massachusetts, between Me- 
morial Day and Labor Day far too many of our 
family members, friends and neighbors are un- 
able to enjoy the pleasures of summer because 
they were not wearing a seat belt and were in- 
jured in motor vehicle crashes. It is the mission 
of the Executive Office of Public Safety and Se- 
curity (EOPSS) to ensure that people are safer 
on our roadways and more of them make it to 
the pool rather than into a hospital bed. That 
is why every year EOPSS funds “Click It or 
Ticket.” 

During this spring’s “Click It or Ticket” mo- 
bilization, which runs from May 23 through 
June 5, Massachusetts State Police and more 
than 190 local police departments will be out in 
force promoting and enforcing seat belt use. As 
part of the campaign, funded by the Executive 
Office of Public Safety and Security, the state 
and local police will roll out thousands of extra 
patrol hours across the state. If pulled over, ev- 
eryone in the car found not wearing a seat belt 
will be ticketed. 

Seat belts can prevent traffic deaths. Statistics 
show that when worn correctly, seat belts reduce 
the risk of fatal injury to front-seat passenger car 
occupants by 45 percent and of moderate-to- 
critical injury by 50 percent. 

Summer weather in Massachusetts can be a 
long time coming, so make the most of it. The 
simplest way to do that is to use your seat belt. 
Whether you are driving alone, with friends, or 
with your family and children, you must buckle 
up. It’s the law. And it’s the smart thing to do.

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Recycling magnets hit 
the streets June 13-17 


You can’t find that list of what can and 
can’t be recycled? Look no more; it’s on 
your refrigerator. 

The Agawam Department of Public Works 
(DPW) was awarded a grant from the Spring- 
field Materials Recycling Facility (SMRF) 
to create a public education piece that would 
be valuable to the residents while replicable 
to other communities. The DPW designed a 
5 % by 8 % refrigerator magnet that includes 
a list of items that should be recycled and a 
list of the top five offenders that shouldn’t be 
mixed with recyclables. “Residents want to 
recycle more than ever,’ said Agawam En- 
vironmental Project Coordinator Tracy De- 
Maio. “They see the value in reducing their 
waste stream by recycling items that can be 
made into something new like carpeting and 
park benches while lessening the burden of 
disposal costs to the town.” 

In partnership with Republic Waste Ser- 
vices of Chicopee, magnets will be distrib- 
uted by the trash collectors during the week 
of June 13-16. 

“The town is pleased to have received 
this grant to further help educate our resi- 


dents about recycling,” said Mayor Richard 
A.Cohen. “Having the support of Republic 
Waste in the distribution of the magnets only 
strengthens our efforts in targeting every 
one- to four-family unit serviced by them. I 
am confident that with this positive effort we 
will increase recycling in our community.” 

Drivers will leave one magnet per house- 
hold, up to four units, on top of the resident’s 
trash container. Residents should watch for 
the magnets as to not misplace them due to 
the limited supply. Magnets will not be left 
if rain is anticipated. If the weather does not 
allow the distribution on the homeowners’ 
scheduled trash collection day, the magnets 
will be distributed the following week. 

“Republic Waste Services is pleased to 
partner with the town of Agawam to dis- 
tribute the magnets in a timely and orderly 
fashion.

visits to the area was an important and fun- 
damental part of his campaign. 

“There is definitely life west of Route 
128, and certainly life past Route 495,” said 
Brown, who is a resident of Wrentham. “I 
have made it a point to treat western Mas- 
sachusetts just like the rest of the state.” 

The tour of Agawam included three ma- 
jor stops after town hall: the Southworth 
Company, the Agawam Police Department, 
and the Agawam Fire Department. 

Boldyga said the tours gave Brown an 
opportunity to meet people and see the 
buildings Agawam uses to serve its resi- 
dents. The visit to Southworth served as 
a precursor to talk about the creation and 
preservation of jobs in the area. 

“One of the things I ran for in my cam- 
paign was getting Massachusetts back to 
work,” said Boldyga. “I want to work with 
our federal legislators to bring jobs to the 
area. We got the opportunity to discuss how 
we can bring more jobs to the state.” 

Brown made an appearance in Agawam 
last year to endorse Boldyga’s campaign 
for state representative. Boldyga was the 
only Republican to unseat a Democratic 
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incumbent. 

Cohen said he is always pleased when he 
can entertain Brown or any other state or 
federal legislator. 

“Tt’s not about party politics,” said Co- 
hen. “It’s about seeing what he [Brown] 
can do to help our community.” 

Brown said during his meeting with 
Cohen, Boldyga, and City Councilor 
George Bitzas that he is focused on work- 
ing to govern the people, and not on a 
potential opponent in the 2012 election. 
“Tam going to have an opponent in 2012,” 
Brown said, adding, “but right now it is 
2011 and right now it is time to be work- 
ing for the people and let the others do the 
politicking.” 

Brown also spoke earlier in the day at the 
East of the River Chamber of Commerce. 

He plans to keep in regular contact with 
Cohen said the communication is very im- 
portant to him. 

“For us to do our job down in Washing- 
ton, we need to have regular contact with 
the communities we serve in order to get 
guidance on the problems going on with 
our constituents,” said Brown.

Following the organization’s first meet- 
ing in April, Cohen sent Milliken an email 
in support of his efforts. The email read, in 
part: 

“T have had much discussion with [Debo- 
rah] Dachos the town director of planning 
and community development and Chris 
Sparks the town park and rec director. We 
have discussed several different locations 
and possibilities...I will continue to look at 
doing this project in the future and hopefully 
be able to find funding and a site suitable for 
all.” 

More recently, Cohen was alerted to a 
book written and published by a professor 
at American International College in Spring- 
field, which he said the group could use as a 
resource in its endeavor. 

“The book discusses the issue of allowing 
dogs to be un-leashed in public places such 
as dog parks,” Cohen wrote. “I just read the 
brief on it in the Municipal Advocate maga- 
zine. She [the author, Julie Walsh] may be 


willing to speak to your group.” 

Though nothing is set in stone — there is 
still a lot of research and planning left to do 
— Sanchez said the group is looking into both 
proposed parks. Both, she said, have their 
own set of pros and cons, all of which need 
to be vetted before any plans can be made. 

In addition, ADOG needs to look into li- 
ability issues, said Sanchez. 

“It would be prudent to have liability is- 
sues taken care of, as well as the fundraising 
and volunteering aspects,” she said. “Those 
are the things we need to focus on, as well as 
where the park may be located.” 

Though a lot of legwork has already been 
done, still more needs to take place before it 
actually happens, Sanchez said. 

“We have a really good, committed group 
of people who are willing to work on this 
over the long haul,’ she said, adding, “I'd 
like to see it come to fruition.”

dents busy from early morning until evening 
hours, the students were eager to take in as 
much as their schedules would allow. 

“Personally, there’s nothing more mov- 
ing or powerful than experiencing history 
firsthand. In an age of technology where 
we can pull up pictures, stories, and imag- 
es instantaneously on the Internet, we lose 
the connection with history by being there 
in the moment. Seeing the changing of the 
guard at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
at Arlington, the Kennedy gravesites, and the 
memorials at Mall and the Pentagon are im- 
ages that are burned into our memories and 
appreciated on a much deeper level,” said 
Robbins.
